Let F. Taylor, anc Friends 
at Zamaica (peak,that had ſorrow enough with him,andwithRo- 
bert Maling alſo — And it had been well if R. R. had come 
to have {cen himſelf and repented, a+]. N Gid, then he would 
not have juſtified ] P. in his rupnirg eut, which many came to 
| lee,andyepented,and did bleſs the Lord ſox it. 

Butif R.R. had repented, as ] N. did, then he would + 
have let them ain quictly in their Graves, and not have raked 
into their Aſhcs ſo many Years after they are dead : But fuch 
Diſquieted Apeftates and Reftleſs Spirits have no quietneſs, 
but in ſuch work, that wanted ſome Matff@F to publiſh to the 
VVorld; a fit work for Francs Smith to get Money by. 

And thele Letters of J.P*:,nor ] N*;,R.M':;nor R.R*s were 
never {cnt to-G F. in their Lite-time,nor fince they were deache 
never ſaw: then till printed in this Book to the VVorld; & this is 
an Unchriftian Spirit in R.R.& thereſt thatave printed them : 
and it ſhews much Malice and Envy of RR. that hath done it 
ſo long after. they were dead, which J. N: tath Condemned. 
and, was Reconciled ro his Brethren before he dyed; and net 
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to Print, or ſen] them to G. F. while they were living; and this 
is not like Civil men. 

And in the Preface there is manifeſted a great deal of Malice' 
againſt G. F. Firſt he faith, Af8are ſubje@ toerr. ' And R.R: 

_ faith in paz. 37. that F. N. kyew no Sin. And 
COSIIOn, 11]. Ps. Mouth there was found no Guile, as in 
Pag. 1, 

And yet J.P in pag. 19. calls himſe'f Onmorthy man, 'and 
that be u Ver and Worſer before the Lord, then we have preſent- 
ed him in the Eyes of men. Solet R. R. mark }J. P. then, hath he 
not Erred in this Book, let him apply it at home, and let t 
Reader ſee. 

And thou ſayeft, Every Man may know bis own Heart, but 
not anothers. . 

Anſw. Dd not Stephen Judge of the Hearts of others, when 
he ſaid to ſuch as thee art, Te ſtiff-neched, and Uncirenmeiſed in 
Flearts and Ears, Ac? 

And as for thy deſpiſing Words, a« meanServant, &c. That 
is but thy deſpifins words, like to the Jews, that called Chriſt 
the Carpenters Son. And-we are not /njuriouw to Chriſtians, as 
thou fallly faith, but eſtabliſhed in the truce Corif:an-Religion, 
in the Light of C \riſt Jeſus, neither are we oppoſite to our own 
Principle, the Spirit of Truth that leads into all Truth and good- 
neſs; an | all Perſon; that are truly fincere and in true fimplicity 
we have Unity withal. And this Book of R. R's is not the 
work of Sincere Perſons, nor of ſuch asare in the Simplicity of 
Truth. And thou ſpeaks of ſome in the ſimplicity of therr Hearts 
have ſome time conſented with him, both in Doftrine and Pratiice, 
bare an undeniable Teſtimony againſt him, that he u highty Inju 
riow to Chriſtians, and ſe ks an unjuſt and oppreſſive dominion 
ever their Conſciences, contraditts by bis Pratiice bis own Prin 
E!P/'E, . 
nſw Here thou haſt fulfilled that Scripture, Who went forth 
from wa, who were not of w.

ward diſſented from them; Thow had thy liberty, and haſt 
put thy ſelf.in the Nymber with the reſt of the contrivers of this 
Book. Andthou might have put in how many of the Few: came 
out of.«£7ypt, an1 turned back, and ſtood againſt Moſes, and 
the Prophets, and Chriſt, and the Apoſtles ; and how many re- 
ceived the form of Chriſtianity, andatter turnedinto vain Jang- 
ling, and againſt the Apoſtles, and went out from them, and 
made up thy Number with F#d«s (that betrayed hi Maſter) in 
this Catalogue.

And thou boaſts of J. P. How far he excels G. F. in Natwrals,

give you-order- to-Print their Papers {o many Years after they 
were dead, and eſpecially J. N. who had condemned his running 
out, and was reconciled to his Bacthren ? and axe ſuch the Strife 
and Scedition-{owers, or the Peace-makers ? let all ſober People 
judge of this Spirit by its Fruits. 

And R. As LettertoJ. P. whezein he ſeems to Juſtific him, 
and Reproach them that fought botttheir good, and ſpeaks of 
ſuch, that ſent forth Bates and Snares, Traps and Gins for ].P. 
from Dan to Berſheba, '1ang ſaith, Who hath no G mile found in his 
Mouth, and bath the perfeft Life of Love, and the Spirit of the 
Lamb riſen in him, &c, . h | 

Anſw. And yetit is faidin the Preface, All are ſubject to Err. 

And yet J.P. faithin pag. 19. / am Worſer and Viler before 
the Lord, then they have preſer.ted me #n the Eyes of men,&c. And 
if any of you will delight your ſelves in War, let it be with the E- 
nemies of your Hearts, &e. 

Anſw. New let the Reader ſee if theſe be got ContradiRtions, 
for had JP. been in the condition, as he is flatteringly repreſen- 
ted, he had been in Unity with his Brethren. And had R.R. 
taken J. P's Counſel, that he ſecks in his Book to maintain, and 
others, he and'they would have warred with the Corruptions 
of their own Hearts, and not againſt them that be inthe Truth ; 
and R. M. was miſtaken, there is no ſuch Fury nor Hatred, nei- 
ther againſt him nor J. P. but were for their good, and that 
they might have lived as they ſaid. And as for Gins and Snares, 
ſet as fas as Dan and Berſheba, that is falſe, and ſuch as ſay fo 
are too much at liberty with their Tongues to Print ſuch things. 
And is there aot many more Letters of R.M's to J.P ? and how 
was it that they were not Printed ? but its like they were againſt 
your ſelves, And asfor ] P's Litter to G. F. and bow he plead- 
ed by Cauſe. 

An1ſw. How was it that his Letter was not ſent to G. F. be- 
ſorchedyed: And this Letter of J. P's dothnot ſhew all the 
cauſe of differcace between him and G.F. and Friends; and 
though G. F. and others had acare of Gods Glory, 'and did ad- 


moniſh J.P. of ſome things;and of paſſages heyond Seas 3 Hovgh : 
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all is not mentioned in this Book; And G.F. and'othershad nit 
told J. P. of Expences, and giving Credit to two Women that 
were Priſoness at alta, and bad he not ſpoken it fo often to 
others; and G. F. fitting up with him ſolate at Night, was not 
that his own deſire ? |but the man is gene, and cannot anſwer fox 
himſelf, | 

And whereas ]. P. faith, That he ſhou/d be to/d of bis Charge, 
and comparing it with Friends Horſes a1 d the Baitle-door, and if 
T. R's raunting ſharply at him, & c. ; 

Anſw. He might have ſpared his Labour, and not have te- 
fl. ed upon ethers which he had by Information : for nene told 
him of his Charges but by way ot Admonition; and if he had 
been of a meck Spirit, as you and he ſays of himfelf, he would 
never revillingly have called T. R's Exhortation ſharp Taunting 
at tim; and none ſpoke to him' of upbrading of him-of great 
ſums of Money, which R.R. makes ſo much work about ovet 
and over in! ts Book, or that he ſhould make ſatisfaRion : and 
he makes much ado about E. Burroughs's ſpeaking to him about 
his Hat kecping on in time of Prayer, Andasfor GF.orE B. 
granting to ] P. tokavea Mecting with all the Friends in'the 
Miniftry, or other Fricnds in Exgland, and they were againt 
it; and what if they were, and after granted]. P. a little Meet- 
ing. J.P. concluded G.F. changeable. This doth not ſhew 
forth Love neither in him, nor them that printed this Book; nei- 
ther proves it G.F. nor E. B. changeable. 

And J. P: ſaith, The Lord required bim to keep on his Hat in 
time of Prayer ; and, for him to do contrary to the moving of the 
Spirit, thereby he ſinned againſt God. | 

Anſw. If } P. had ſach a Motion and Command to keep on 
his Hat in time of Prayer in England, did not he manifeſt thatit 
was a falſe Motion, and falſe Spirit, whcn he put it off in Jane 
-ica and other places? And he that had been againſt Swearing, 
did not he put the Oath ts others, when he became a Clark! 
And why ſhould any be againft us for admoniſhing him for lay- 
ing that upon the Lord and his Spirit tFat was not, but his owt 
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gone, and hetoo; and this is Wickedneſs in thee R.R. and 0- 
thers, to rake thus into their Aſhes: and though he pleads 
much fos his Innocency, and faith, We found fault with bu 

Evening-Meetings. It was not without eauſe, nor comparable 
tothem at Gerrard Robert;'s;, and therefore,as often thou ſayc 
6. F. was not Right in many particulars. But this doth not ma- 
nifeſt it, becauſe I ſaid thy Tears were Eſans Tears, whoſe ablo- 
lute feignedneſs did often manifeſt it ſelf. 

And J. P. (peaks of many things in thu large Letter, which 1 
never received from his hand in his Life-time, which now Ma- 
liciouſly R. R. has Printed, which is not Civil. 

And J. P. faith, That F, H.c>+ G.W. ſaid,if he would do ſo and 
ſo,heſbenld have their Love along with him, when be went to Briſtol. 

But what that ſo and fo was, he doth not manifeſt. 

And in pag-10. J. P.ſaith, They came ro diſcourſe on the Hat 
m time of Prayer. 

And what he faith of F. H. that faithfull Servant of the Lord, 
he is deceaſed. And why did you not Print J. P's two Letters, 
that he had writ of tke Hat cencerning them ? and that would 
have manifeſted to the. World ſomething, which we did admo- 
aiſh him for. And J, P. ſhould have ſpoken to f. Pigion concern- 
ing the Letter he ſent to G.F. and not to ſay, G.F. was wrong 
in ſaying he did. 

. And as for Tho. Briggs Letters,that were ſent to 1ſaac Pe- 
wgton, or to Briſtol, why were they not Printed, and G. F's 
Lerters at large that he writ concerning the Hat ? but rakes 
bits and pieces to Paraphraſe upon them; this is not fair. 

And G F. and we are the ſame that ever we were, and do not 
pervert that 1 Cor. 1. 11. concerning the Head being covered. 
And G, F. and others were not Truce-breakers, if.ſome did write 
Letters to J.P.that were not with him at the Mecting at W.D's. 

And I never conſented that J. P's Papers ſhould not be called in, 
about theHat and other things,as thou ſayeſt in pag. 12. and that 
Paper concerning taking a Whore,or one that had Pox,&c. That 
was like the Ranters, and not like Chriftians : But why did you 
not Print thoſe Papers at large, that the World might have fecn 
py 
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And J. P's Book concerning Presbyterians and Independant, 
&c. {peaks it telf and necds no covering. And we never juftif. 
el any Quakers, whoſe Natures were not changee,no more they 
J. P. di). 

And as for J. P's Challenge to tlc Pope ; Trat did manifet 
itſelf ſufficiently, which was ne Service to the Truth, nor Cre. 
dit to himſelf: and why was not that printed in this Book, as 
well as the reſt ? 

And as for 1. P*'s D.ſpute with the Bapri/75 he need not boak 
himlelf of that it manifeſted it ſelf; nor fin.) fault with G. Whue- 
head,whoſe care was for Gods G'ory ; and to have Reproached 
him for his forwardnefs. And the Lord knoweth, | that we 
were morc tender of his Wife and Ci:ildren, then he was him- 
ſelf, as the end manifeſted it. 

And many things might be ſpoken, to every particular thing, 
whexcin he ſeems to juſtifie higiſelf, and acculc others; butlie 
is gone, an! therefore we ſhall forbcar. 

Ard it is true that G.F. and others did leek to keep ].P. in 
eſtcem with Friends, and would have preſerved him, if it could 
have beendone. 

And as for J. P's Concealing G.F's Name, of bis ill dealing 
with him, to his Wife ;, he mig. t have faid of his plain dealing : 
But as te that, let F:iends in 1relard, an The. Helms there, 
and Friends in Jamaica ſpcak, whether he was not Grief and 
Sorrow enough to his Wife, and ruined his Children, that 
Friends were glad to keep them. 

And when G.F. was in Jamaica, did not he encourage 
Friends there to be tender of his Chilcren; and fo it was ].P' 
work to make Strife and Contention. And what he faid to 
T. M. in Cornwall, and others there, it is plain enough what he 
faid there. And he could nc ver clear himſclf for judgin; Friencs 
for riding of Horſes, when he would not Ride himſelf ; but 
afierv ards came to Ride himſelf, ſo was a fickle uncertain man, 

And as for his Ten Queries, much of them is true upon him- 
ſelf. And the Lord knoweth, we never ſought to Rob him of 
his cood Name, but to have preſerved him, if it could have 
becn, and our love did cover many things in him. And this Let- 
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ter was written 18 1664. and ſent toR. R. but never to G.F. 
For had he ſent to him, it had been anſwered before he dyed. 

But wasnot J. P. gene out of the very form of Truth before 
he dycd ? let the people in Zawaice ſpeak. When he was a 
Clark, and ſwore people? Did they not ſay, He wou'd Swear 
thew af to Hell? And this Paper was witten from Jamaice. And 
when did G. F. fend any Letters to him at Jamaica ? becauſe he 
faith, G. F. buxted him as Saul did David. | 

And whereas J. P. faith, he cannot but ſay, He retains a pure 
Aﬀetion and a real Love for G.F. Here in this Paper he hath 
not ſo manifeſted it, nor before, neither did his end maniſc it, 
like Davids, nor a little Lamb of God. 

And G. F*s Letter, it had been well if J. P. had received the 
Counſell therein, who pretended to go to preach-the Golpel 
but d:d not he leave that alittle after he came to Barbadoes, Fa- 
maica, Virginia,and run quite into the World ? Let fo. Ta)lor ' 
and Fames Penick, who were then at Jamaica,and knew his end, 
ſpeak. And did not ſome in Virginia Curſe the day that ever 
they knew him? | 

An1 as for this paper R.R. ſaith was written «little before his 
Death ; but there is no date to it, we cannot believe it. 

An] was not J.P. gone into ſo much looſenels and drinking, 
did not Fo. T aylor ask him what Friends in England would ſay of 
it? (ask Fo. Taylor and 7 ames Penick,) who was of ſuch a fret- 
ful drſcontented Spirit, that every one which ſought his good, 
even his trueſt Friends, he took occaſion againſt them. 

Andinp. 19. hefaith, Ah ! plead net a Cauſe for me,&c. and 
not to rake the Aſhes out of the Grave, to (lay them and kill 
them afreſh, to make dead men live. 
| Andnow you that pretend to be his Friends, are ye not doing 
It? For all theſe eings were paſſed by us, an1 ſorgiven lons 
ago: But ſomething we are neceſſitated to write to clear the 
Truth, who have kept theſe Writmgs ſo lon after ]. P. was 
dead, and neverfent them to thoſe that were concerned, which . 
Is neither Chriſtian nor Humane, let the Reader judge. 

And yet ].P. faith, That he had ſomnch Life 45 to forgive all, 
(hefaith ſoimWords, and ſolittle Life) as not ro take Venreance 
* any, nor to ſeek it, as inpag. 19. 
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Anſw. Tf his and R. R's praftice had: ſhewed what his 
Tongue ſpeaks; but both his praQtice and his paper ſpeaks com 
trary, and they tat be his abettors or takers of Vengeance in 
publiſhing thele things to the World. And if theſe things had 
been true, which he charges others with perſecuting of them, 
it is an evil mind to publiſh them ſo long after he wa+ dead. But 
the Lord knoweth, all that was done by Word or Writing, 
was fos his good and admonition. 

And heſpcaks in pag. 20. That Patience and Forgiveneſs of 
Spirit might fleuriſh. And had he been in it, and praftifed it, 
he would not have been of ſuch a fretting diſcontended Spirit a- 
gainſt them that wiſhed him well. And many J. P. called his 
Lambs and Children, which did not ſhew forth the Nature of 
the Lambs of Chriſt, nor Children of God. 

And J.P. faith, He judgeth no man, for 1 am not willing 
know the Good from the Evil, (peaking of perſons, &c. 

Anſw. Thenlet the Reader ee in t.is papers before, whether 
ke dothnot contradi&t himſelf ? and Fis Abettors are of a con- 
traxy mind. But Werds cannot deceive ; doth not his and their 
practice ſpeak contrary in his judging before ? and this is not 
true ſpeaking. | | 

And he ſaith, He will not know Good from Eril;, and yet 
makes that Evil which was Geod to im, and care for him. And 
further J. P. ſaith, That be n ould rather ceaſe ro Preach the Goſpel 
of Peace, &c. thento Preach it without the Life in him, 

So hew could this Letter be given forth a little before his 
Death ? For had he not left the Goſpel preaching both in 
Word and Life? as he pretended, when he had gotten a Ship, 
and ſhor off his Guns,andfeafted the Gevernour, who had been 
Whipping two Servants of the Lord a few dayes before. And 
at Famaica who turned a Clark, and after a Trooper; this 
i5not like a Goſpel preacher : But this is boaſting, and not dil- 
charging an honeſt C mrs bra the people of God in 7« 
maica. Andlet Jo. Tayler ſpeak the cauſe why he and others 
there turned from him; a«k them,and let them Leak. 

And as for ]. N's Letter inpag.21, 22. butis no date toit: 

and That 7.N. and 7.P. did recerve greater Wonnds from 


their Friends then from their Enemes. t 
tk 
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But ]. N. doth not ſay.ſo in his Repentance and Condemnati- 
en of bis going forth; neither would J. P. if he had Kepented. 
And its abuſing of J. N, to print ſuch things fo long after his Re- 
pentance and Death, and doth ſhew forth much Malice and Ean- 
vy tolober people nR.R. | | 

And as for Rebert Riches Animaduerſions, and his Abettors up- 
on G. F's paper, he hath but manifctedhis own Folly and Ma- 
ke. 

And as for Fo. HarwoodrBook, he hath ſufficiently manifeft- 
ed himſelf to all that knew him. And as for {piritual Wicked- 
nefs in bigh places, R. R. might detter have applyed that at 
home. 

And R. R's ſaying, That G. F. ſent Papers to Reproach Inne- 
«ent John, and Jane Stoaks, by bu Servants Foleph Nicholſon 
«nd Henry Fell. —_ 

That is falſe, G.F. did not ſend tliem to reproach them, but 
that they might have Repented;z which Fane Sroaks hath, and 
hath given forth a good paper of Condemnation; and why did 
not R. R. print that. | 

And as for R. R's Scoff:, in calling F. Nichbo!ſon and H. Fell 
G.F's Servants, in this R. R. manifeſt- his Spirit of Envy, Bit- 
terneſs and Lying. And why did not R. R. print thoſe fous Let- 
ters he ſpeaks of, concerning J. P. as w<ll as one of G-F's Let- 
ters that they might have been {en ? 

And R. R. faith, Whether theſe be not the Floods of the Dragen, 
caſt out of bis Mouth to deveur the Man-child that muſt Rule ? 
though G.F. be angry at that, &c. 

Anſw. And what, is J. P. this Man-child that muſt rule ? We 
ſay it is Chriſt that muſt rule, who was tie Man-child. And as 
for the Dragon: Fivod R. K. might better have applyed this at 
home. And G.F. did not hinder the Teſtimony of Truth, nei- 
ther in J. P. nor F. Harwoed, they run quite out of it, as their 
Fruits and Ends declared it. 

And as for R. K*: railing Language, for ſaying G.F. hath ſhot 
man\ Bitter and Venomoua Arrow1,and thrown bu Fevilin againſt 
J.P'+ Amity and Unity.

Spirit of God that is poured ypon all, that is owned in all, 
there is no ſeperation in it : but the ſeperation is among 
them that talk of it, and co not walkin it, and there the 
Amity and Unity is wanting. And ſuch as walk (of what 
pcople locver) according to the Grace, and believe in the 
L'ght of Chrift Jeſus,we own But there are few Sefts,but they 
call the Light (which is the Life in Chriſt the Word) Natural. 
And ſuch as make 8 Profeſſion of the Light, and do not walk 
according to it, as J.H. and ]. P. and others have done, as their 
End did manifeſt, ſuch the Light doth Teſtifie againſt, as well 
they that were call'd Quakers, as others. Andif J.P. and J. H. 
had ſtoopt to all Sefts,to bring them out of Evil,they would not 
have run into it themſelves : But it is not Words, but the Fruits, 
an] the End, and the Day declares every mans work, as i: hath 
done, and will do R. R's. 

And when did Seekers, Presbyterians, Independants, Baptifts 
and others ſay, they believe in the Light, which tighteth every 
man that cometh into the World withall ? have they not called 
ita Natural Conſcience? which Light, Grace and Truth we 
own in all men, by which God doth gather people to himſelf; 
as it is written, The gathering of all Nations ſha# be to Shiloh. 
But they that talk of theſe things, and rurn the Grace of God 
unto Wantonneſs, and hate the Light, are by it condemned. 

And G.F. and we have not condemned any appezrance of 
God, but ſuch as make their 1maginations the motion and ap- , 
pearance of God; asJ. P. one while kepten his Hatin time of 
Prayer, -and another while put it off; and one while againſt 
Swearing, and another while run into it. . 

And whereas R. R. faith, That G. F': Name? and Authority 
foall Ret and Stink, as the Dung ;, then ye ſhall know that a Prophet 
bath been among you, whom ye have rejetted, even Elias. 

Anſw. It ſeems ]. P. is this Elias, that came in the Name of 
the Lord, as R. R. faith: But theſe are hy preſumptious Ima-' 
ginations, as you may {ee in pag. 24. ” 

And G.F. and we have Authority to judge and condemn ſuch 
Imaginations, and Sin and Evil; and that is it that will Rot and 
Stink as Dung, which thou might have applied at home. Fu 
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Andirs falle, G F. doth not Revile that which was firſt given 
to the Saints, or that which he fit preached : Neither is he 
nor we fallen from it, and become Perſecutors of it, to wit, 
the Lightin every aans Contcience, &c. by which every man 
is to be led, and it not, he is admonifhed to it; and if he hate 
it, he is condemacd by it - and this is not perfecution, as R. R. 
falſly accuſecth. And itis not well for thee to apply thele words 
to G. F, that were ſpoken ts ]. P. poor Man, he fuifilled them, 
his end maniteſted it. And we know, that every one that tear- 
eth Ged and works Righteouſneſs is accepted of him ; this is no 
new thing to us. 

Thou layeſt, /r; vain for /7. F. to ſhut up the Kingdom againſt 
others, Wc. And further R.R. faith, Thy Spirit s much blinded 
from beholding Gods preſent work in the World, &c. 

Anſw. R. R. might tiave applyed this to his own Spirit :* For 
G.F. nor we ſhut not. che Ki:gcom of Heaven to any, but 
that all might come to ti e Light of Carift, and ſee the King- 
dem, and come into the Kingdom. B it this —_ Spirit of 
R. R's is out of the Light and Spirit of Chriſt, and/ourt of his 
Kin, do, and rails againſt them that be init, oi were 
Darkneſs, þut now are they Light inthe Lord, ap in his Light 
behold his Works,and declai c his Works what he is doing : and 
though thou mayeſt boaſt thy ſelf of the Kingdom, yet thy 
railing Language mani:eſts thee, like the Phariſees, who called 
themtelves Children of the Kingdow, but were ſhut out: And 
therefore take hced and Repent R, R. if it be not hid from thine 
Eyes. | 
"And God {cndiag his Son a Light into the World, who light- 
eth every man that cometh intoche World, &c. Ani whoſoever 
believeth in him, and followeth him, - ſhall have everlaſting 
Lite. And God writing his Law in the Heart, and putting it 
in the minds of his people; And «4s the Law came by Mules, fo 
Grace and Truth came by Feſwa Chriſt, which hs appeared to all 
wen. This is not an offence, and Stone of ſtumbling to G.F. 
as R.R. falſly imagins and faith; neither is it our PraRtice to have 
dominion over the Faith of others, nor to limit the Light of 
Chriſt. Theſe are thy own Imaginations and falſe Charges. 
And as fos Amicbriſt, lother of Harlots, and Drazon, and 
Babylon, 
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Babylon, &c. which thou often mentions, R. R. might have ap- 
plycd it at home to his airy Notions. 

And R. KR, often ules the word H«B#e{njah,and ſaith, The acw- 
ſer of the Brethren « caſt dewn. | 

Now let the Reader ſee, if R. R, be not the accuſer in this 
Book; anditwere well if he were caft down. 

And R. KR. talks of the new Birth, and of the Lyon lying down 
with the Lawh. But this is not the Fruits of it, nor of Mercy 
and Truth kiſſing each other. And what if Anne Clayton,which 
thou ſayeſt is thy Servant, to wit, G: F. did ſend Copies into 
New- England, Virginia and Maryland, &c. that none might be 
deceived with that Spirit: and this wasnot the Seed of Enmity 
_ to oppole Michael the Prince, &c. 

And who is this A/ichael Prince of Love? Isit ]. P? nay, nor 
R. R. neither, as thou ſpeaks of in pag. 26. We cannot own 
youſotobe. And why did not R. R. print the Letters at large 
(which Anne Clayton i abroad) that they might have been 
ſeen? And that which was written to J. P. and Charles Bayley 
was for their good, and to others, that they ſhould not run into 
ſuch things, as ſome had run into. And 7ane Steaks hath con- 
demned what was amiſs in heras 1 ſaid before; and thou doſt not 
well to bring up her Name ſo often in Print. But as for Charles 
Bayley, he run quite out of the Form of Truth, and his end ma- 
nifeſted him,as did J. P's. And it had been well for them,if they 
had been reclaimed to the Truth, and thee alſo, a Zane Stoaks 
is, then thou wouldſt not have been found in this work of bring- 
ing up the Dead in Print, as thou haſt done. 

And R.R. ſaith,* What if ]. P. did wear a Carnal Sword, and 
Gamndy Apparel, and a Staff tipt with Silver, and ſhot off Guns, 
&c. And then asks, whether there be not a time, and a ſeaſon 
for all theſe things ? s 

And thou ſayeſt, G. F. & veryangry with J. P. that he ſhould 
wear 4Staff vipt with Gold, which Major General Muddyford 
gave him, and if be hadrefufed it, he had rejefed the love of God. 
And then thou falls a railing of G. F. and laith, His Eye 5:evil, 
&c. 

Anſw. It is falſe, G. F: doth not Reproach TJ: P. in telling 
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him thoſe things that were true; for he pretenled to go Preach 
the Goſpel,as may be ſeen in pag. 2c. But Cid the Apoſtles go to 
preach the Golpel with outward Swords and Guns, and gorgi- 
ous Apparel, and Saff tipt with Gold? And did net J. Þ. pre- 
tend, that he would not kill a Louſe, a Rat,nor a Worm, when 
he was in England, and elſewhere? Then what would he do 
with his Cannons, and his Carnal Sword, and his Staff tipt with 
Gold? Had he not here denyed his former Principle and Spirit, 
who had come our of fuch things formerly ? And thou abuleft 
G. F.in ſaying, He was Angry with J. P. for bus Staff tipe with 
Gold. Nay, that is a miſtake, though J. P. might be puffed 
up with ſuch things, and ſuch as thee : But that he ſhould pre- 
tend one thing, and a&t contrary te bis own Principles, fuch 
things did delerve Reproof : And the Staff tipt with Gold, 
thou ſayeſt, If he had rejeftedit, hghad rejefted the Love of God. 
$o highly he and thee eſteem ot it, it ſeems. And G.F. doth 
not limit the Light of Chriſt in mens Conſciences. 

And whereas R.R. tells a great Story of Hammoy, Aordes as, 
Toſeph and Daniel , and of Efther*s Feaft, &c. to juſtifie J. P. in 
thoſe Vanities before mentioned. 

Anſw. Thou goecſt far back for thy proof; and waſt thou not 
telling G.F. of being Baptized to Moſes in the Cloud, and a 
Vail was come over his Heart ? as thou mayft ſee in pag. 24, So 
read this at home, and apply it to thy ſelf; for it is not G. F's 
Condition. 

And ]. P's feafting the Governour, a few dayes after he had 
been Whipping of Friends, and letting off his Gun-; this is no 
compariſon to Eſthers Feaſt, his End declared it. Andif R.R. 
could have diftinguifhed between the Shadows and the Sub- 
ſtance, he would not have gone about to juſtifie J. P. in theſe 
things, or had beenin the Law of Love to his Neighbour, he 
would not have publiſhed theſe things to the Eye of the World. 
AndG.F. doth net Curſe that which God doth Bleſs: R.R. thi; 
s from an airy Spirit, and not from the Law of Love. 

And thou tells in pag. 27. Of ſuch as ſhall Ride in the ſecond 
Charriet of Pharoahi, and juage the Mount of Eſau, net in the 
Tower of Carnal Wrath and Enmity, as Hagar's Children do. 

C Anſws, 
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Anſw. Thou and thy J. P. its like loved this high place : But 
l gok, art not thou in the Mount of Eſa#, that Hunter after the 
Juft, and againſt Jacob, and in the Nature of Hagars Children, 
- in the Tower of Wrath and Enmity, and not in the Law of 
Love? thy Spirit doth not manifeſt otherwiſe. 

And thou ſpeakR of the Soxs of Siohs Afiifters ſhall come bend- 
ing and ſtooping to this Government of Love, &c. 

Anſw. It had been well if R. R. and J. P. had done this, who 
were AﬀiQers of the Sons of Sion. But R.R. and ]. P's work 
hath not ſhewed the Fruits of the Government of Love, but of 
Envy and Bitterneſs againſt them that ſought ]. P's good : for 
Love thinks no Evil, Vaunts not it ſelf,and Envys not ; but much 
of the contrary may be ſeenin this Book. And ]. P's Feaſting 
with the Gevernour, and ſhooting off his Guns, was not like Fe 
ſephs Feafting his Brethren. 

And thy laying, /t was the Love of God in Major General 
Muddyford, in gmving ]. P. a Staff tipt with Gold, and if he had 
refuſed it, he had rejefted the Love of God. 

Anſw. But did Major —_— manifeſt the Love of God, 
when he tyed Friends Neck and Heels together, and teok away 
their Goods in Famaica , becaule they could not bear Arms? 
which ]. P: did, and ftrengthened their Bonds, as may be {cen in 
the Chronicle of Suffcrings in 7amarea, which was laid before 
Major General Banniſter. 

And further, R.R. ſaith, Why way not ]. P. wear any ſort of 
Apparel, what u beſt, and ſmabietohis Place and Calling, whe- 
ther it be Velvet or Sattin, &c? 

Anſw. But had not ]. P. judged ſuch things, together with 
©wots and Guns ? and hath he not made himſelf a Tranſgreſſor, 
in building up that which he once deſtreyed ? For did not he _ 
cating of Flcſh when he was in England? ask R.T. and allo 
judge Friends for Riding of Horſes; and yet after himſelf could 
Ride of Horſes, which manifeſts his changeable brittle Spirit; 
as is ſaid before. And Chriſt did give Judas a $op, and called 
him Frrend; and take heed R. R. that thou be not found if his 
Steps, betraying the Juſt,and ſuch a kind of a Friend to Chriſt. 

And G. F. and otk.ers admoniſhing ]. P, was not with an evil

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Eye, ner an exalted mind, *bur inreiſpe& tot*e Truth, nor be” 
cauſe G. F. nor they had no better Food, then Carnal things to 
feed upon. Bur its ]. P. and thee that feed upon fuch things, 
and the Roet muſt be in your Hearts, that feed upen ſuch 
things, and puts themon : For the Apoſtle doth ſpeak in way 
of Reproot to them that run into Gay 4pparel, and wearing of 
Gold;, and from that Root within thee hath all this Bitterneſs, . 
and Envy, and Uncharitableneis come : And take heed R.R. 

that that 13 not tay own condition in pag. 28. as in Cain's Sa- 

crifi.e,and one of tho:c Prophets there thou ſpeakſt of ,\pe aking of 
the Light within, and cover the Altar with Tears, who is Out of 
the Law of Love: And it thou piveſt all thy Gooos to the Poor,

Anſw. Cannot carnal things be kept without carnal Wea- 
pons? What carnal Weapons had Adam before he fell? And 
doth G.F. meddle with Magiſtrates, for bearing the Swoxd, for 
puniſhing the Evil-doers, and for the Praile of them that do 
well? ButG.F's and others Reproof and Admonithment was 
to ].P. becaufe he had judged and denyed ſuch things, and cal- 
led himſelf a 31insfter of the Goſpel of Peace, and not a Magi- 
rate: For had not).

And here R.R. in Envy raiſesupJ H's Lyes and Forperies,

Oh, father net ſuch Imagina- 
tions of your own Brain upon the motion of the Light and Spi- 
rit of God! but dread and fear theliving God, And G. F.doth 
not by Subtilty and Craft endeavour to blels that which God 
hath curſed, neither doth G.F. preach to the Werld, that the 
Light isan uncertain thing; But that R.R. might have kept at 
home. Neither is G, F. an Enemy to the Leadings of the Light 
nor a Judge above it, nor his Friends called Quakers, the Lord 
kn»wech ; this R. R. might have kept at home. 

But R. R. ſaith, Whether G.F. be clear from preſcribing and 
impoſing upon others, what himſelf pratiices as his pretended Form, 
&c. this will. be worth the pains to examine, begaxſe it may tend 
to undecerve the minds of the ſimple Ones, who are engaged to fol- 
low him, as their Lord and Leader, tither for love of the Loaves, 
or ſome Carnal Ends, &c. 

Anſw. Now let the ſober Reader ſee, whether-this again be

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not the Spigit of Malice and Scoffing Expreſſions : For it was 


never t';e practice of G.F. tedirett People to follow him, nei- 
ther for Loaves, - nor Carnal ends, but to follow Chriſt theig 
Lord and Leader ; tor ſuch would foon fall off ia the time of Suf- 
ferings and Tryals, as fellow for Carnal ens. And az for Pa- 
ſtors ſpoiling Gods Heritage, R. R. might have kept that at 
home, with many more Reproaciful werds he hath in this pag, 


And we and G. F. uncovering our Heads in time of Prayer in 
publick Aſſembles, it hath been our practice in the Spirit and 
Power of God trom the beginning, before either F P. or R. KR. 
game among us, or the Ranters did oppote us; and t was the 
pradtice of the Cherch in the Apoſtles Cay, the Men to be un- 
covered, and the Women covered: And R.R. might as well 
find fault with the Apoſtle, and call it his Set-Form and preten- 
ded Cuſtom, as ours. For if it had been good for Males to 
have prayed covered, the Spirit of God in the Apoſtle would 
not forbid it, in which Spirit the worſhip of God is; andif 
R.R. doth pray with his Head covered in an Aﬀembly, doth 
not he pray like a Woman covered ? and fo Tranſgrefſes the A- 
poſtle's DoQrine, and his Spirit? And doth not the Apoſtle” 
reprove ſuck men as pray covered, or would have the Women 
uncovered, like the Men, and ſo make no diſtinion in the 
Sexcs? And fo G.F. preached the Apoſtles praftice, and in 
this he wasno more an oppoler then the Apoſtle. So the Apo» 
ſtle nor G. F. were no oppolers of the Faith firſt delivered tos the 
Saints, the wiſe in Heart can judge, though the Ranters oppoſe 
it, and thou and J. P. have kept Hats on intime ot Prayer, but 
R. R. candeceive none, but ſuch as himſelf: and in this G. F. 
doth not judge his Innocent Brethren; and we know that God 
doth not juſtifie you in keeping on your Hats in time of Prayer, 
publick Aſſemblies, no more then he did the Ranters. ' 
And R. R: faith, Why muſt Fat be kept on in common Civility, 
and put Hat off in wor ſhipping of God ? 2 
Anſw. And R. R. why muft it be put off to Man, and not 
toGod in time of Prayer, in which they ſhew forth the Image 
of God? and why are men - offended if they have not that ho- 
nour ?

And all this that R. R: hath ſaid concerning ]. P. of weari 
Hat in time of Prayer,and himfclf, he hath not undeccived any, 
ncither will he pleafe any (that is ſincere and ſober) except it 
be the Ranters: and was there not a time that R. R. could nor 
bow? and is there| now a time that he can put off Hat to Men 
and Women, and bow, and ſcrape ? hath R. R. in this followed 
the Light, that convinced the Saints and him (if ever he wag) 
and now come to be ſeared as with an hot Iron? Let himex. 
amine, whether that was the true Faith and Light the Apoſtles 
werein, that led him from ſuch things, which now he is gone 
into again? andif fo, whether hath he not made himſelf a Tran. 
orefſor, according to the Apoſtles DoQtrine ? 

And BR. R. Queries, What « the Name Quaker, which tha 
giveſt tothy ſelf ? &e. was this done that it might be known wh 
thou owneſft ; and who are thy men of Warto fight under the Nun- 
ber of thy Name ? &c. 

Anſw. Let all People ſee, if R, R. and the Printer of this 
Book be not in the ſame Nature, as the perſecuting Independant 
Juſtices, who Scoſhagly called us Quakers, inthe Year, 1650, 
becauſe we did Tremble at the Word of God. And as for Men 
of War anc Fighters, K.R. and F. P. might have applyed that 
at home,with their Guns and Carnal Swords; for we are menof 
Peace, and the believing inthe Light of Chriſt Jeſus doth diſtin 
god us from the Haters of the Light: So its Malicc in thee to 

ay, that either G|F, or we gave the Name Quaker to himſelf 

And R. R. faith, What « thy form of Words, in Thee «nd 
Thou, but a caſtomary Singular Speech, another Mode of ſpeak 
ing then is commonly uſed, which no way reſpetts the Truth of what 
8s ſpoken, ec? 

Anſw. Was it not the Language of God, ' and the Language 
of Moſes and the Prophets, and the Language of Chriſt and the 
Apoſtles in the Declarations of Truth Plural and Singa/ar? 
And was not that the true form of words that they declared the 
Truthin, and ſo acceptable ? and is it not Conſulion ond 
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Plurs! when they ſhould ſpeak Sinewlar; contrary to the Bible 
aud {ll teaching Books ? and dicſt not thou once {peak it thy 
ſel; ? and what art thou now ſo far degenerated from it,that thou 
figr.t it againſt us, in an3 like the Spirit of the World? and 
though the Diſciples declared the Truth to every man in their 
own Language, did they not declare it Sinzular and mural? 
Rea the Atts. 

And &.R. faith, What is the refuſing to Swear after the manner 
«the Magiſtrates command, while inthe man time you willcall 
Godto witneſs to what you affirm for Trutv ? Is this any more then 
ro oppoſe the Maziſtrates Formby your own, & c ? | 

Anſw. Nay R.R. this ſhews the N::mn<fs of thy Spirit, aud 
thy Error from the command of Chuſt and the Apoſtle, who 
forbid Swearing: Soit is notaFy;mof our making, bur its a 
Form or Command of Chriſt Jeſus; and calling God to witneſs 
in ſpeaking the Truth, is not Swearing by Jcſus Chrift, the 
Truth and the Oath of God. And as for kiſſing the Book, 
there is no Example tor that, not in the Old Teſtament, when 
there was Swearing. And irs falle*to ſay that G. FP. or 
we, when we call God to Record for the Truth which we de- 
dare, own that to be Swearing : and this is not ſtraining a 
Gnat, and ſwallowing a Cammel, as thou ſcoffingly ſayſt. And 
hadſt thou diſtinguiſhe1 between Ceremony and Subſtance,thou 
wouldft got have Called it our Form not to *weax : and where 
Coſt thou prove Yerily, Yertly, a king of an Oath? And how 


 doſtthou prove,by Pas! calling God to Record upon his Soul to 


be Swearing ? andthe Soncomes to fulfill the Oaths that were 
in the Old time: and Geneſis, Exodos, Pſalms, Afts 2. and 
Heb. 3. do not prove {wearing in the New Covenant, no more 
thanoutward Offerings of Beaſts, and Circumcifion, &c. And 
we have the Son, which is more then the Lettes, that doth fulfil 
Swearing in the Old time; and we are come to Chriſt who 
gives us Life, and he is come who hath given us an underſtand- 
ing, and we are in him that is true. So all Swearing hath been 
face Man fell from Gods Image ; but Chrift is come, who re- 
news us up into the Image of God, who ends Swearing, and ſets 
wp Tea and Nay inthe licu of it. 
And R. R. ſaith, We have our appointed dayes, and ovine 
D 2 ; or 
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for our Meetings to worſhip God, and this thou ſcoffingly call 
New- 41oens, and ſaith, Are wot theſe Formal and Cuſtemary } 
and rather more to ſet up ſome diſt inftion from other Sefts, then from 
' any clear Teſtimony the Lord at all times leads them into : Theſe 
Obſervations, and theſe Traditions are become 1dolr, thou layeſt, 
as Papiſts, &c, 

Anſw. And why.-is R. R. angry at our Set Dayes, and mali. 
ciouſly calls them Traditions and 1dols, as the Papifty? RR. 
would become Judge of all but himſelf, but he had better have 
judged himſelf, and ſeen himſelf, whether he had not been 
without all Form, (confuſed and empty. And did not the Apo- 
Rtles and the Church meet together the Firſt day of the Week, 
and commanded them not to forſake the Aſſembling of them- 
ſelves together, as'the manner of ſome did ? But it is like thy 
Evil Spirit hath no Peace in ſuch Mcetings : and as for grievouſl 
Per ſecuting, theſe are Slandrous words, in applying them tous, - 
thou who artin Cains fear. And the true Light and Life of 
Chriſt Jeſus and his'Spirit hath led us to meet together, and to 
praiſe the Lord and worſhip him ; and in which Light we do hold 
Chriſt the Head, who bruiſeth the Serpents Head ; though - 
thou one of Hagars Children doſt Scoff at ws; and the true 
Light, which is the Life in the Word, by which all things were 
made, makes us gicatly to differ both from the Papsſts and 
thee. F 

And whereas R./ R. ſaith, We often ſcourge 7. N. by eaſting 
him out of onr Synagogues, and by falſe Reports, and ſold him in- 
ro Egypt ; and that our Strife and Contention is about Ceremonit!, 
and that our Holineſs and Rs; hteouſneſs ts of the outſide of the Cup 
and Platter, and not in the inward Circumciſion of the Heart,&c. 
And then R. R. when he hath forged all theſe Lyes, cries, Hale 
[ujah. 
ef. The Lozd know:that all this is Envy, that'comes from 
R. R*s malicious Heart,and his own evil Surmiſings, and from an 
uncircuraciſed Heart; and our Holineſs and Rightepuſneſs comes 
from Chriſt Jeſus, and J. N. in the worſt of his time would not 
ſo Revile us, as R. R. doth: and as for falſe Reports, evil Sur- 
miſings, and outſide Cup and Platter, this R.R. might have 


kept at home, with his Strife and Contention: and doth wo 
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think to ſell us to his Brethren «Fyyptians, with his falſe Reports 
and evil Surmiſings that he hath Printed-againft us. The Son of 
God had a place in eAgypr, when Herod did leek to kill him. 
And what is this, but Envy againſt our Form, which was the 
Form of the Apoſtles, and them that walk in the fear of God ? 
and what we claim te our ſelves in the Light of Chriſt, we would 
have all to walk in, whoare taught of God, though we Exhorrt 
one anRher, and Edific one another, and Build up ene another 
in our moſt- Holy Faith: and we caſt out none; but if they go 
from the Light and Spirit of Chriſt, they caſt themſelves out of 
the fellowſhipin it. And as for the Spirit of Uſurpation, and 
cauſes the Creation to groan, and breeds the Famine, &c. Let 
R.R look to that; and we know that the Stone which the Buil- 
ders reje&ted, is become the Head of the Corner, and is mar- 
velous in our Eyes, who gives us plenty of Bread, and Milk,and 
Wine without Money. Andif R. &. and they that printed this 
Book, had known'this, we ſhould not have had ſo many foul Ex- 
prefſions from his Mouth, and Uncircumciſed Lips, as here may 
beſeen in pag. 35. And G.F. and we know that Chrift lights 
eth every man that cometh into the World, and they. that hate 
it, have not the ſame meaſure; and God doth fend his La- 
bourers into his Vineyard, ſome at one Hour, and ſome at ano- 
ther ; and art not thou Pcrſccuring ,Scoffing and Reproaching of 
them ? let thy Book ſprak thy Spirit, and whether thou art 
[1bje& to that Light or Spirit which God hath diſtributed to thy 
Mortification and R:formation, or Condemnation?. Let the 
Book fpeak, whether thy Language does not betray thee to be 
the Tongue of the «Egyptian Sca.

For 1a the 
New Covenant Chriſt is come to tu'fil tholi Forms and Figures 
that were in the Old; and a+ fer other S.&s,let them anſwer for 
themſelves. And where did ever the Apoft es, ti at preached 
the New Covenant, | tell them that God wou'd beautifie tome 
Forms, with his preſence to day, and then he would with-draw 
himſelf out of them to morrow, and leave them az Idols? 

And R.R. doth adviſe, That af Men walk as they ſer, and 
have received from the [ ord, and none to look ont at others.
